NEW YORK, Aug. 30.-~Favorablc 


developments on the Polish frontier, 
Mid an apparently better understand- 
ing among the European powers with 
respect to their Russian policy have 
naturally given to the foreign situa- 
tion a much better tone and a more 
hopeful outlook during the past few 
days. There are still very 
serious 


problems to be met, however, not the 
least of which is the internal situation 
ot Great Britain ' resulting from 
the 


recalcitrant attitude of English labor 
which is indicated in its attitude of 
toleration if not of favor for Bolshe- 
vistic ideas. At all events there has 
been not only a very material show- 
ing of national strength in Poland, but 
also a degree of positiveness and vigor 
on the part of both the British and 
other governments with respect 
to 


the hostile elements among their own 
people, which is encouraging from the 
standpoint of national stability. 
In 


the United States, the attitude taken 
by the federal government in the pres- 
ent foreign situation appears, on the 
whole, to be approved as being about 
the only line that can be followed un- 
der present conditions of uncertainty 
and doubt. 


' Better Industrial Prospects 
[ 


The most hopeful development dur-1 


ing the past few days has been the 
advent of manifestly better industrial 
prospects which, coupled with the fa- 
vorable condition of agriculture, is to 
say the least gratifying. Definite pre- 
dictions are now being made in many 
places where plants have been closed 
or running oa part time that in the 
near 
future, 
probably 
immediately 


after Labor Day, there will be a re- 
sumption of active effort which will 
again restore |ull employment It re- i 
mains true that in a few lines of 
manufacture there is still hesitation or 
^uncertainty largely duo to the appar- 
ently fluctuating course of commodity 
prices. 
Announcement 
during the 


past week that both British and Amer- 
ican price indexes show a continued 
downward trend has not helped the 
Situation particularly, inasmuch as 
few or no merchants are disposed to 
deal on'a declining market. The price 
recession has, however, thus far been 
for, the most part moderate as well as 
regular. Foreign trade 
returns 
for 


July again show an upward movement 
of exports, the increase over Juno be- 
ing fully $23,000,000, while 
the 
in- 


crease in imports, amounting as 
it 


does to $16,000,000, falls behind. Cur- 
rent reports; as to shipments of grain 
and cotton seem to indicate that Au- 
gust will be another large month of 
foreign trade. There is no difficulty 
in selling American goods ot any de- 
scription abroad so long as We are 
willing to finance them. It is in the 
latter connection that 
difficulty 
is 


found and this difficulty grows in large 
measure out o£ the activity of domes- 
tic business. This activity is shown 
by the number of large unfilled orders 
in many basic industries, especially 
steel, while congestion on the railways 
altho beginning to lie materially re- 
lieved, is still an important factor. 


The Railroad Situation 


Nevertheless, the railroad situation 


is undoubtedly improving. 
Not only 


is freight moving steadily, but, from 
the financial standpoint, railroad gross 
incomes are very large. True, the not 
income after paying wages and taxes 
and other expenses is extremely^lim- 
ited, but interest 
in the 
figures is 


found in the fact that there is so large 
a volume of actual business, upon 
which the newly established freight 
rates will take effect, with correspond- 
ing results in enlarging the net reve- 
nue. To this end the action of tlin 
shipping board in raising 
coastwise 


rates in approximately the same per- 
centage as that which the interstate 
commerce commission had applied to 
the old railroad rate schedules, greatly 
contributes. It will protect the roads 
from 
the competition, 
which 
they 


would otherwise have to meet on the 
part of the more or less parallel water 
lines, and insures that there will be 
no diversion of freight from land J.o 
water. On the other hand, the action 
of the state railroad commissions in 
regard to the applications for higher 
intrastate rates, altho not uniformly 
favorable, has nevertheless, shown 
that state commissions are not dis- 
posed openly to fly in the face of rea- 
spn by attempting to maintain a local 
rate structure. 
An appeal from the 


adverse findings of one or two of tho 
State commissions has already been 
ordered by the interstate commerce 
commission, under the terms of the 
authority granted in the new transpor- 
tation act, which permits the commis- 
sions to make orders setting aside the 
decisions of state commissions in 
cases where such an action as that of 
the state body would result in discrim- 
ination against the shipper or passen- 
ger. 
Such bearings and perhaps ap- 


peals from them, may take some time, 
but it now seems certain that the re- 
sult will be to establish a uniform and 
consistent rate structure thruout the 
country on the basis laid down by the 
interstate commerce commission 
in 


the recent rate <leeision. This makes 
for a more practically hopeful outlook 
fortaflroad stocks than they have had 
for a long time and recent market 
tendencies have shown that investi- 
gators recognize this fact 


Finance and Money 


The money outlook continues to be 


the serious difficulty in the whole sit- 
uation. If the banks were in ,a posi- 


, tion to lend more freely and more rea- 


sonably there would be no check to a 
high tide of prosperity. Money scar- 
city, however, shows no symptoms of 
curtailment.
